Jlontalvo and Francisco Figueras, 
commissioners appointed by the Plant- 
ers' and Farmers' Association of Cuba, 
•W. 0. McDowell, president of the 
Cuban-American league, accompanied 
by Senor Quesads, the Cuban commis- 
sioner, called upon the president Wed- 
nesday and laid before him a petition 
adopted by the blister*' and Fana*r«' 
association. 


The petition wa* based on the belief 


cf the commissioners that the rehabil- 
itation of Cuba depends first of all 
»pon tl.s 1-sriTal.of h-r natural indus- 
tries, sugar tobacco »nd mines. To 
itcure this industrial revival the com- 
missioners pray the president to pro- 
vide for the establishment of an agri- 
cultural bank with branches in the 
principal cities of the island so that 
money may be easily obtained by the 
planters on crop and land security. 


They pointed out, however, that no 


amount of production cau bring pros- 
perity to Cuba -without a market for 
her crops. They therefore ask that 
the president extend to Cuba the same 
commercial privileges as will be en- 
joyed by the islands of the British 
West Indies under recent treaties, or 
else that he renew the reciprocity ar- 
rangements that were mad* for Cuba's 
benefit with Spain under President 
Harrison in 1801.

library of his home, where the public 
may h-ave an opportunity to view it. 
The interment will be at the conve- 
nience of the family at - Cedar Lawn 
cemetery."

Kinley and lili cabinet, the supreme 
court justices and other officials from 
Washington will arrive before uooi, 
on Saturday. 
A special train bearing 


the senators and representatives and 
other United States officials, will start 
from New York and committees will 
be on hand at Paterson to take charge 
of those on board. 


A great many messages of condol-

Abercrombie. who h»» spent tare* 
years in Alaskan exploration and who 
hai just surveyed an all-American 
route tp th* Klondike, passed through 
Kew York Wednesday, OB his way to 
"Washington to make his report to Sec- 
retary Root 


He said; "The main feature of the 


expedition from which I have jn»t re- 
turned is the completion of plans for 
the opening' of the Klondike region 
for the American miner so he can laod 
at "Valdez, with his pack pony and 
prospect any part of the public domain, 
without interference from the officials 
of a foreign, country. 


"The trail 1 have surveyed is ttO 


miles from the boundary and through 
the heart of Alaska. I surveyed about 
700 miles, and I built an all-American 
trail four feet wide, with a view to its 
ultimate widening 75 isilem long, 
through the Rocky mountain divisions 
from Valdez to the Tonslna river, 
which flows into the Copper river. 


"This road, of course, is merely • 


trail and very crude, but iti course is 
well watered and game it plentiful, 
especially bears, goats and wild sheep. 


••The Klondike expedition started 


from Washington on« March S3, and ] 
had with jn« two topographers, two 
civil engineers and Lieut Babcock, in 
charge of constrottion. We went b 
train to Fort Yellowstone, in Yellow 
stone park, where we picked up horses 
and packers, which we shipped to 
Seattle W*^ 1»it^eattl« on April_1B 
on the steamship Excelsior, the expe- 
dition then numbering about 35 souta, 
including a, trail bo»s£ a dynamiter, 
two sharpeners, »ock men, grader* and 
handy men- 


"Wh«» w« arrived at Valdex we 


found many miners front the interior 
stranded sad suffering. The wax de- 
partment directed that they he given 
employment on government work, and 
aa a result of this no destitute miners 
had to he taken out of the country in 
the revenue cutters, 


••During the coming year there will 


be numerous enterprises embarked in 
Alaska and especially in the Yukon 
country. The country to be opened to 
settlement is full twice as large ma the 
New England states and will lupport 
thousands of people. 


"The water is good, the soil fertile, 


game abundant, except in the Oopp«r 
RiTer Talley, and all the hardy grains 
itieh as are 'raised in Siberia, may be 
raised along the line of this all-Ameri- 
ean trail. One htmdred and fifty miles 
above the mouth of the Copper river 
is dense -«reeetation and 
luxurious 


grass and three or four kinds of cdibie 
berries. 


"The mouth of the Copper river is a 


wide delta, containing sand bars and 
shallows, while 00 miles up the mouth 
are the Miles glacier and the Childs 
glacier. Finding it was impossible to 
n.avigate the Copper river, we went 
n round by Prince WiUjam's sound. Itt 
my experimental garden at Valdez I 
raised peas, carrots, turnips, lettuce, 
radishes and other garden stuff.

The pnckiner of small herrings, or. as 


they are often called, "American sar- 
dines," Is un important industry 
in 


Maine. In that state there are.90 fac- 
tories, which give employment to : a 
large number of hands during.four or 
iivi< mouths of the year. The annual 
output ii» estimated to be of un average 
vaJue of $:i,OOu.OOO, and sibout half of 
this amount finds its way into the pock- 
ets of the factory employes in the form 
of wages. The fish are caught 
in 


seines scattered all along the coast for 
a distance of about a hundred miles; 
After Ihe fish arc taken in sailboats 
to ll:t? factories they are thrown into 
strong brine, where they rjmain for 
some time. They are then laid on iroc 
crates and conveyed to an immense 
oven, where the crates are laid on re- 
volving shelves. After 20 minutes'cook- 
ing the fish are ready for 
packing. 


There are two methods of packing, one 
in oil, the other in mustard. 
The 


Kround mustard is mixed with vinegar: 
for oil pat-king cotton at'e'd oil is used. 
About a gill of oil is put into a can. and 
then the baked fish from the ovens are 


I carefully packed into it and the cover 
snapped on. The pans then go to the 
sealer, who sits in front of a little fur- 
nace in which his soldering ii-in is I 
plunged. Seizing the con, he runs the 
heated iron around tb« cover, holding 
the solder just in front of ft, and seals 
tbe can so rapidly that the eye can 
hardly follow his movements. 
The 


scaled cans are thrown into a ba.th of 
boiling water, in which they remain for 
two hours. 
If any of tbvni leak the 


tops will bulge ouf, nnd these go back 
to he resealed. After the cans are 
i-leaned with sawdust they ore packed 
into cases and put on the market as 
sen nine American sardines in pure olive 
oil.

That property is particularly adapted 
for park purposes, is of reasonable 
large dimension and would make a 
very handsome park, plenty large 
enough for the needs at the present 
time, at least." 


"I am satisfied that this prapertj is 


batter adapted for park purposes than 
any other in or about the City" eon- 
tinned Mr. Fanrot, * it is underlaid 
with a bed of gravel and, consequent- 
ly, it is very "well drained, a matter 
that should be considered when the 
park proposition is under discussion; 
it is only a few hundred feet from the 
Public Square and is located close to 
the Street car lines; it is,j in fact so 
near the center of the town that any 
one could walk from the Square to the 
Park on Elm street, and the use of 
the Street cars w*nld not be neces- 
sary.

My opinion is that 


it is the thing to do to purchase the 
park, as we are already prepared^to 
pay for one legally and legitimately 
and, when $50,000 properly spent will 
buy and improve one of the nicest 
parks in Ohio and one that will be 
near the heart of the City where all 
the people can get to it easily, it 
should be done. la addition to this, 
they can get all the grounds they 
might require contiguous to the old 
fair ground plot at a reasonable price, 
at such price, indeed, that if at any 
time in the next 10 or 15 years they 
might have any reasoE to sell or close 
out their park grounds; they could do 
so and more than double their money 
on the investment; this is an invest- 
ment that is always safe for an ad- 
Y»nce and there can be no risk iu it." 


About Elm Street. 


''Is there any other city matters of 


general interest?" asked the NEWS. 


Yes, I msh to call the attention 


of the City Council in this connection 
to another matter, as it will give the 
psople something to think about. The 
Council will recollect that for the last 
year I have been trying to have Elm 
street opened and the grade estab- 
lished on what I have platted from 
McDoael to U0!!et streets; and from 
Metcalf street West to Collett street 
the plat was accepted by the Council 
and placed on record, and the lots 
were placed on the duplicate for tax - 
•ation, and ill this time the City has 
failed to give me the grade of Elm 
street, and also failed to open up Elm 
street; this failure on the part of the 
Council has dona mft a great injustice 
and works a hardship upon me, for if 
I had had this street opened up and 
the grade established, I should have 
from 50 to 100 lots sold, as there has 
been considerable inquiry for these 
lots and prices SB them, which it has 
been clearly out of my power to give, 
and it is so up to this moment; I 
think that the Council has so far for- 
got themselves as to order 
these 


streets opened, besides this I see that 
they have gone out Wost to Cole 
street and ordered that street opened; 
that street is entirely outside ot the 
corporation and the street is on ray 
own grounds, and I done all of the 
grading, improving and keeping it up 
myself, and never asked to have it 
brought into the corporation, there- 
fore I have taken the liberty to han- 
dle my own property as I thoughl 
best, and I trust the Council will 
make haste in the opening up of Elm 
street and give me the grade so I may 
be able to open up some of these cross 
streets and do so at ence, and I will 
open up these streets to the Spencer 
ville road."
